tablespoonsful vegetable shortening, 
three tablespoonsful flour, one quar­ 
ter teaspoonful pepper, one quarter 
teaspoonful salt, one cupful of milk. 


and tw’o tablespoonsful of melted 
vegetable fat. 
You melt the vegetable shorten- 
ing.and cook in it the flour, pepper 
and salt; add the milk and stir un­ 
til boiling, then add the spinach, 
(first pressing it through a sieve), 
the yolks and cheese; fold in the 
whites and turn the mixture into 
a dish which has been greased with 
some of the fat. 
Mix the crumbs 
with the melted vegetable fat and 
spread over the top. 
Bake in a 
pan of water in a moderate oven 
about 25 minutes. 
It may be 
served with or without cream sauce. 
This recipe is rich in food values. 
The cheese, eggs and milk contain 
proteins, the spinach gives us min­ 
eral salts, and the vegetable fats 
are very important as fuel food to 
replace the energy we are constant­ 
ly burning up in our daily activit­ 
ies, and because they are more 
easily digestible than lard.

ALEXANDRIA, Egypt.— Germany 
is increasing her exports to Egypt, 
and it is felt here that she has vir­ 
tually recaptured the Egyptian mar­ 
ket., 
Orders which previously w ent to 
Japan are now secured by German 
firms. She 'exercises an alm ost un­ 
challenged 
monopoly 
in 
synthetic 
dyes, toys and pianos, and has a pre- 
dpm inating position in the field of 
pencils, paper* 
glass, 
chinaware, 
cutlery* leather goods, small metal 
fuaniifactures, cotton hosiery, small 
m irrors and hardw are. All these a r­ 
ticles have been dumped into the 
Egyptian m arket on a. scale * 
prices th at have defied competition. 
Statistics on foreign trade for the 
first seven months of 
1922 
show 
that Germany has advanced 
sixth to fourth position, and that 
the United States stands fifth. The 
loss of considerable American trade 
this year is due to the heavy fall­ 
ing off in the im portation of cereals. 
Last 
year 
nearly 
$15,000,000 
Worth of wheat and w heat flour 
alone were brought in from across 
the A tlantic, whereas this year, up 
to the end of July, the am ount was 
less than $1,000,000 for the same 
period. Rum ania’s revival of busi­ 
ness has contributed largely to this 
loss by the United States. Kerosene 
from America also dropped to a 
very low figure, the Rum anian pro­ 
duct taking its place.

\VHY NOT LEARN A TRADE? 


It has often been said that many a good ditch digger 


has been ruined to make a poor actor. There is much 
truth and substantial philosophy back of that remark, 
even though it is made half in jest. There is a crying 
need in America today for clear thinking along the line 
of proper preparation for the trades and a sane education 
that will not send too many who are not fitted into pro- 
fessional, near-professional and "white collar" vocations. 


We say "too many," because it will always be true 


that u certain number who have no chance to succeed as ^^ _ 
_ 


lawyers and doctors and actors and bankers and artists respect to participating in 
will" strive to enter those professions when they r,eally 
should be trained to become good printers, or boiiermak- 
ers, or plumbers, or automobile mechanics. But there is 
something wrong with a social and educational system 
that miscasts altogether too many of our young men and 
sends them out into the world without a trade. 


. It is fundamental that the world's work must be 


done. There has been too great a tendency in recent 
years to shy at soiled hands and overalls, but if a certain 
proportion of our young men fail to put on overalls and 
dirty their hands when occasion demands, the world's 
work will be imperfectly done and at a prohibitive cost 
to the rest of us. 


The drift from the farm to the city is still proceed- 


ing, much to the alarm of many who are making a great 
to do about the back to the land idea. There are several 
causes for this continued movement and there is no im- 
mediate prospect for a change. In the first place the 
tenant system must be held accountable for part of it. 
If every man who owned land cultivated it himself there 
would be a great change in the farming industry. How- 
ever, we see no way of bringing this about. In the next 
place the depressed condition of the agricultural industry 
during the past few years has forced many to leave the 
farms and seek employment elsewhere. 
Among other 


causes is the desire of many to give their children the 
advantages of a better education than the avera 
try school affords. Some plan must be worked out where- 
by the child in the country will have a better chance at 
an education. Of course there are a dozen other contribu- 
ting causes and it will be slow work to finally adjust 
conditions so that the farm will be a more attractive 
place for all concerned. The drift to the cities has done 
much to add to the unemployment situation and only in 
unusually prosperous times will there be plenty of jobs 
f;or all who want them.
